Gardening Jona 


Hannah Stephenson finds a few ways to save wasting the precious pennies 



’m the first to admit I’ve 
made costly mistakes 
in my garden over the 
years. 

I’ve planted speci¬ 
mens in the wrong place, made 
impulse buys at the garden 
centre of impractical plants 
which weren’t going to survive 
in the frost pocket where I live 
and bought pretty pots that 
didn’t go with my house or my 
existing collection. 

But now I’ve opened gar¬ 
dener Alex Mitchell’s new 
book, Gardening On A Shoe¬ 
string, which gives budget¬ 
conscious gardeners some 
ideas on how to save money, 
all that waste is in the past. 

“We’ve all done it - stumped 
up on plants, tools and end¬ 
less bits of plastic kit and then 
thrown them at the garden in 
the hope that they will mirac¬ 
ulously organise themselves 
into something beautiful,” she 
says. But you don’t need all 
that clutter to be a successful 
gardener. 

Here’s a few of her tips 


on how to create a garden on 
a budget: 

■ Make seedy savings: Many 
plants grow easily from seed, 
including sweet peas, cosmos, 
flowering tobacco, cornflow¬ 
ers and Californian poppy. A 
packet containing around 100 
seeds can cost you a fifth of 
the price of one plant. From 
mid-spring to early summer, 
just scatter them directly on 
to finely-raked garden soil in a 
sunny spot, rake them in and 
water well. 

■ Club together: If you’re buy¬ 
ing online, group your pur¬ 
chases with friends to save on 
postage costs and look out for 
bargains if you order a multiple 
of one specific plant. 

■ Garden centre or car boot?: 
Don’t rule out cut-price pound 
stores and car boot sales, 
which often have good plants 
for much less. When buying 
plants, don’t buy the ones al¬ 
ready in full flower. Look for 
those with unopen flower 
buds or wait until the end of 


summer to buy shrubs and 
perennials, when garden cen¬ 
tres discount their stock. Au¬ 
tumn is also a good time for 
planting. 

■ Pots for a pittance: Use your 
imagination. Upcycle old con¬ 
tainers such as tins, bowls and 
colanders to give your garden 
instant character. If you want 
to go big and brazen, brightly 
coloured plastic tub trugs can 
make good flower and fruit 
containers. Alternatively, ask 
your local deli for huge empty 
tins which have held olive oil, 
or other vintage tins, taking off 
the labels and letting them rust 


naturally. Just drill holes in the 
bottom of them. 

■ Be waterwise: Instead of in¬ 
vesting in an expensive auto¬ 
matic irrigation systemforyour 
pottedplants, saveyour old one- 
litre plastic bottles, discard the 
lid, cut off the base of the bot¬ 
tle and push it lid end down 
into the compost beside your 
plant. When the bottle doesn’t 
fall over, it’s deep enough. Fill it 
with water and it will drip out 
gradually, direct to the plant 
roots. 

■ Thrifty Topiary: If you want 
to recreate the effect of topia- 
rised box, use a different plant. 


Ilex crenata, or Japanese holly, 
looks almost the same as box 
and can be pruned in the same 
way, but tends to be more af¬ 
fordable and won’t suffer from 
box blight, a disease which can 
wipe out box in a flash. 

■ Hedge your bets: If you want 
to create ahedge, take advantage 
of bare-root offers at the end of 
the planting season (which runs 
from winter to early spring). 
Good offers tend to come up to¬ 
wards the end of winter when 
nurseries are trying to get rid of 
their bare-root stock. 

■ Pave the way: If your urban 
garden has an old concrete path 
you want to renew on a shoe¬ 
string, be warned that the cost 
of breaking it up and removing 
it may be high. If the concrete is 
sound,you canlay paving stones 
on top of it, or alternatively use 
tiles, laying them on a layer 
of mortar or a resin bonding 
adhesive.

Good Enough 
To Eat 

This luxury vegetable which 
used to only be available in 
late April and May but now 
seems to be in supermar¬ 
kets all year round may take 
a little work initially but you 
should reap rich rewards for 
years to come. An estimated 
10 established plants should 
yield around 3kg of spears 
over a six-week period an¬ 
nually for up to 20 years. The 
easiest way to start a bed is 
to buy the crowns - dor¬ 
mant bases of one-year-old 
plants - in April. They need to 
be planted in well-drained, 
neutral or slightly alkaline 
soil with plenty of added well- 
rotted organic matter, al¬ 
lowing 45cm between plants 
and 90cm between rows. 

Dig a trench wide enough to 
spread the roots out and lay 
the crown gently on a mound 
in the centre of the trench 
with roots spread on either 
side. The top of the crown 
should be around 13cm below 
the soil surface. Cover with 
loose soil. You need to be pa¬ 
tient as the spears aren’t har¬ 
vested for the first two years 
after planting the crowns. 
When you do start to pick, do 
it from late spring until early 
summer, when the plants 
should be leftto build next 
year’s crop. _ 



What to do 
this week 


■ Begin to harden off young 
plants and overwintered 
cuttings. 

■ Remove insulation from the 
greenhouse. 

■ Apply spring fertilisers, 
weedkillers and mosskillers 
to established lawns. 

■ Prune tender climbers and 
wall shrubs before leaves 
open fully. 

■ Plant summer hanging 
baskets and windowboxes but 
keep under cover until all dan¬ 
ger of frost has passed. 

■ Plant up herbs in containers. 

■ Cut back old hydrangea 
flowers to a healthy pair of 
buds. 

■ Lift and divide congested 
perennials such as campanu¬ 
las and monardas. 

■ Sow peas, carrots, pars¬ 
nips, lettuces, spinach, Brus¬ 
sels sprouts and kohl rabi 
outside. 

■ Sow seeds of tomatoes in 
a heated propagator or on a 
warm windowsill, to grow on 
outdoors when all danger of 
frost has passed

FIRST DRIVE: RANGE ROVER SPORT SVR 


RANGE ROVERTURNS UPTHE FUN 


AT first glance, the Range Rov¬ 
er Sport SVR should be recog¬ 
nisable, if somewhat different 
from how you remember it. 

This is the pumped-up, 
pimped-out Sport, and while 
that might seem a world away 
from a typical Range Rov¬ 
er, the reality is buyers want 
more - which the SVR supplies 
in spades. 

So with an SVR, you get 
20 -inch wheels (with the op¬ 
tion of 21 s) and other modest 
external flourishes including 
more vents at the front, side 


skirts and a large spoiler on 
top of the tailgate. 

More importantly there’s 
more power under the bon¬ 
net from the 5 . 0 -litre su¬ 
percharged V 8 and revised 
damper settings for better 
control. The interior also gets 
some smart new seats and a 
retrim. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE 

IF it’s subtle you’re after, then 
the SVR might not be for you. 

Sure, finished in black you 
might mistake it for a stand¬ 
ard car, but one brief blast 
from the exhaust will change 


all that. It squats on its huge 
wheels and the big front air 
vents - essential for cooling 
the engine and brakes - cer¬ 
tainly give it some significant 
menace. It’s clear that Land 
Rover is going Porsche chas¬ 
ing with the SVR, and although 
the name tag is new, it prob¬ 
ably won’t be long before the 
SVR logo signifies business. 
SPACE AND PRACTICALITY 
Happily the SVR doesn’t 
give away much in the way of 
practicality compared to the 
standard Range Rover Sport. 

The only concession is the 


reshaped rear seat, while still 
offering three seat belts is re¬ 
ally optimised for two. How¬ 
ever, there’s still plenty of 
space front and rear, and al¬ 
though it’s not as big as a full- 
size Range Rover, you should 
be able to deal with most even¬ 
tualities. 

It even retains a useful 
amount of off-road ability; 
quite a lot more than anyone 
spending this much money 
would dare use in any case.

S tephen Bunting has 
battled his way to 
the business end of 
the Betway Premier 
Darts League 

competition... by a whisker. 
The St Helens ace looked in

Boss full of 
praise for 
side after 
Wigan loss 

Keiron Cunningham was 
full of praise for his Saints 
side following their defeat 
against arch-rivals Wigan. 

He said: “I thought it 
was a brilliant effort. We 
came into the game with¬ 
out our in-form halfback, 
Travis Burns, and then we 
lost skipper Jon Wilkin in 
the captain’s run with a 
hamstring problem. 

“It left us zero time to 
do anything as a team to¬ 
gether - but I am not using 
it as excuse as I know there 
are other teams in a simi¬ 
lar predicament. 

“So to put yourself in 
the situation to be in the 
game for 70-odd minutes 
is good. We had a scratchy 
start by conceding a first 
minute try from a charge - 
down, but Wigan didn’t 
really break our systems 
which pleased me. 

“It was a great derby 
game - matches of this 
kind are always super and 
never let you down - but I 
was disappointed at losing 
both Joe Greenwood and 
Paul Wellens to injury. 

“Joe has been in a rich 
vein of form this season 
and had just returned to 
the starting line-up follow¬ 
ing a previous knock, while 
in Wello’s case we are deal¬ 
ing with a recurring inju¬ 
ry which we are trying to 
manage the best we can. 

“Had it been any other 
player than Paul, who I 
can best describe as a war¬ 
rior, he would never have 
started the game. I trust 
his judgement - he didn’t 
want to let me or the team 
down. He got through the 
first half comfortably and 
I thought everything was 
okay but, at half-time, he 
looked horrendous, even 
though he assured us he 
would be alright.

McManus told of his 
frustration at the incident 
and said it raised “critical 
issues for the game which 
cannot be ignored or sup¬ 
pressed any longer”. 

In a statement, he 
said: “In the immediate 
aftermath of the Grand Fi¬ 
nal, I publicly stated that 
the combined inconsisten¬ 
cy of officiating on the pitch 
and the disciplinary deci¬ 
sions off it had created an 
environment capable of ex¬ 
ploitation, innocent or oth¬ 
erwise. 


“Only a month ago Kyle 
Amor was banned for 
two games for an acciden¬ 
tal dangerous tackle which 
neither hurt nor injured 
anyone. 

“How can you reconcile 
this with no sending off and 
a one match ban for a late 
shoulder to the head by a 
prop which breaks a half¬ 
back’s cheekbone?” 

McManus said he did 
not believe Saints were be¬ 
ing singled out, but claimed 
the foundations of the game 
and player welfare were at 
stake. 

“An environment of con¬ 
fused rule application on 
the pitch, compounded by 
inconsistent disciplinary 
sanction off it, will inevita¬ 
bly lead to unnecessary se¬ 
rious player injury as well 
as a disillusioned fan base,” 
he said. 

“In addition to obvious 
player welfare concerns 
there is, equally impor¬ 
tantly, a consequent com¬ 
mercial ill-effect for the 
entire game as well as for 
individual clubs. 

“There is no point in 
making strong commer¬ 
cial progress, which the

game recently has, if it is to 
be undermined by incon¬ 
sistent officiating and dis¬ 
ciplinary.” 

He added: “The RFL 
and Super League have 
made great commercial 
progress in recent times, for 
which they are to be con¬ 
gratulated. 

“However, this makes 
it all the more impera¬ 
tive that effective action is 
taken so as not to neutral¬ 
ise this.

Four match ban for Graham 


Former Saints prop James 
Graham has been banned for 
four matches for his conduct 
in an NRL game which ended 
in crowd trouble and an inj ury 
to an official. 

The 29-year-old Canter¬ 
bury skipper was punished for 
a late tackle on South Sydney 
half-back Adam Reynolds as 
he attempted to charge down 
a kick. 

He was also charged for his 


aggressive reaction to referee 
Gerard Sutton. 

Reynolds is set to have 
scans this week after a liga¬ 
ment came away from a bone 
in his knee. He could be facing 
up to five months on the side¬ 
lines. 

Bulldogs fans later targeted 
officials after their team lost 
18-17. 

One official was injured af¬ 
ter supporters threw bottles. 


New South Wales police 
confirmed that another of¬ 
ficial injured a shoulder in a 
fall. They have identified two 
people for “allegedly throwing 
bottles”. 

Graham’s team-mates Dav¬ 
id Klemmer and Sam Kasiano 
were also suspended. 

Klemmer, sin-binned for 
abusing the referee for the 
Graham decision, has been 
banned for three matches, 


while Kasiano was hit with 
a two-match ban after being 
found guilty of dangerous con¬ 
duct. 

Graham has endured a 
chequered disciplinary his¬ 
tory since moving from Saints 
to the NRL at the end of 2011. 

He was banned for 12 
matches after appearing to 
bite Aussie full-back Billy Slat¬ 
er’s ear in a clash in the 2012

Saints have been rocked by an 
unprecedented run of early 
season injuries which, in the 
long term, could jeopardise 
their chances of retaining the 
Super League crown. 

Joe Greenwood is the latest 
player to be hit by the club’s 
injuryjinx - breaking his leg 
in the first half of the Good Fri¬ 
day derby encounter against 
Wigan Warriors - and faces a 
prolonged spell on the side¬ 
lines. 

The second rower, who cel¬ 


ebrated his 22nd birthday at 
the beginning of the month, 
joins a seemingly never-end¬ 
ing list of casualties which 
reads like a waiting room 
queue at the local hospital’s A 
and E department. 

This includes Luke Walsh 
(broken leg), Jon Wilkin 
(hamstring), Travis Burns 
(fractured cheekbone), Atel- 
ea Vea (fractured shoulder), 
Mark Percival (medial iiga- 
ment damage), Paul Wellens 
(on-going hip problem), and 
Jonny Lomax (potentially sea¬ 
son-ending knee injury). 

Skipper Wilkin, however, 
is hoping to be fit for Sun¬ 
day’s match against the Hud¬ 
dersfield Giants at the John 


Smith’s Stadium, while Walsh, 
who hasn’t played since the 
end of July last year, cannot 
be too far off pulling on the 
famous Red-Vee shirt once 
more. 

Coach Keiron Cunning¬ 
ham said at the weekend: 
“Hopefully, Luke will be back 
in the next couple of weeks. 
He is looking good in train¬ 
ing but he has a time frame to 
reach and only then will the 
specialist pass him fit.” 

Fortunately - if that’s the 
right word to use in the cir¬ 
cumstances - most of Saints’ 
long-term injuries have re¬ 
sulted in clean breaks with 
no complications and fingers 
crossed it will lead to a speed¬ 


ier recovery than normal in 
most cases. 

Neither did they suffer 
any further serious setbacks 
in the Hull game, which they 
will look on as a blessing in 
disguise, but at the same time 
the below-par performance 
of both sides questioned the 
wisdom of playing two tough 
games over the Easter week¬ 
end. 

Cunningham said: “I think 
playing twice in such a short 
period of time is the worst 
concept in the world and, 
while I might sound like a bit¬ 
ter coach after losing both, I 
would have felt just the same 
had we picked up all four 
points on offer.”
